“That all of the outstanding curren­ 
cy obligations amounting to about 
$806,000,000 shall be taken up and can­ 
celed, being replaced according to busi­ 
ness exigencies (under the direction of 
a currency board composed of the 
president, secretary of the treasury and 
comptroller of the currency) by 3 per 
cont bonds. 
“There is to be but one kind of cur­ 
rency, namely, national bank notes re­ 
deemable in gold at the bank of issue 
and a selected bank of reserve, and 
these notes are to be issued gradually 
to replace United States obligations as 
the latter are retired. 
“These notes are to be secured by a 
deposit of 15 per cent of gold in the 
treasury by 15 per cent gold in the 
bank vaults and by a first lien upon all 
of the bank’s assets, as well as by a 
special provision giving the govern- , 
ment the right to assess all national 
banks when needed to make good notes

serious things, and en the other hand, 
to be entirely serious in our relation 
to wjiat seems to ba very light things.

DISSOLVING FIRM 


NEWS OF DAY ABOUT TOWN 


C. C. B EN N ET T RECEIVER FOR

Difficulty Between Him and His P art­ 
ner Brought Into Court and Judge 
Bennett Asked to Grant a Dissolu­ 
tion Order —Details Given In An 
Affidavit.

Bennett and an order was issued ap­ 
pointing 0. C. Bennett as receiver and 
giving tw enty days in which to show 
cause why the firm should not be 
dissolved. 
Sheriff Acbeson served the papers 
this morning and the business was 
turned over to Mr. Bennett. 
He gives 
bonds for $5,000 for the faithful dis­ 
charge of his duties, his sureties being 
Dr. Orrin G. Bennett, George Bennett 
and Jam es tfcuat 
Mr. Bennett claims in the affidavit 
supporting his complaint th at he and 
the defendant, (D. J. Luby) are co­ 
partners, doing business as Bennett & 
Luby, being retail dealers of boots, 
shoes and rubber goods; th at all the 
money affiant has iB invested in said 
firm; th at from the inventories taken 
recently by affiant and facts whieh 
have 
come 
to 
his 
knowledge, 
concerning goods which have 
been 
sold 
by 
the 
defendant 
and 
not charged on the partnership books 
of account and money collected on ac­ 
counts by defendant and not properly 
credited, affiant 
became convinced 
th a t the defendant sppropriated to his 
own use, the property and moneys of 
the firm, in a sam exceeding $2,000 or 
$2,500 beyond the proportion thereof 
to which he was entitled; th a t affiant 
accused defendant of such misappro­ 
priation about the 20th day of Octc 
ber, A. D. 1807, and defendant paid 
affiant 
two 
hundred 
dollars in 
cash, 
delivered to

defend­ 
a n t’s promissory note for $550,payable 
in ninety days and charged himself 
w ith $250 on the books of the firm 
for affiant’s portion of said misappropri­
